We 
aro nob opposed to the principle 
of Belling property ior taxes. . On the 
cbtitrary, -we^ bolievo tbat'a delinquent 
taxpayer who baa it in his power to 
meet bis obligaiioos to Government 
yet fails to do no, is on a footing with 
tbo man wbo refuaoa to lift his note at 
maturity. Any attempt to make him 
meet bis obligation — ovon by tbo 
foiccd ealo ot liis property — is por^ 
feclly proper. But iberu is a right 
and a wrong way of doing ovcr^'tliing, 
and tbo Inland Grovernniont, when it 
seized and sold tbo roiWestaio of doling 
quent tux-puyerj, chose the wrong 
way. Govornmonl was no more jusli- 
fiod in Belling that real entato than it 
would bo tomorrow were it lo at- 
tempt to seize one of II. M. ships at 
Esquimau and dispose of it to tbo 
highest bidder for non-payment of 
harbor dues.. , It is only just to say, 
that the GoTernmentBOon awakened to 
asenae of its wrong-doin;;, and sabse- 
quently took steps to repair the injury 
it bad inflicted upon the otrners of tbo 
property by tbo introdaotjon of 
a bill extending the timo whea tbo 
land should pass into the hands of the 
pui chasers ; buo its laudable ofTorts 
were defeated by tbo long-winded 
epcecbes of two of tho Ciiy menabors 
of Assembly, wbo alono — out ot a re- 
presentative body com[,o-ed of fif- 
teen members — •were found to cflfor an 
opposition to tbo bill, and siicceded in 
killing tho measuro. The sales wore 
alleged to be held by virtue ot the 
" Eeal S-taio Tax Amendment Act, 
1862." But tho Act expressly pro- 
vides that, until other moims bavo 
been exbausied the real estate Bhall 
remain inviqiate.

Did anybi.dj' ever hearof goods and 
ohallolB being seized and sold for the 
tax ? On tho conliary, is it not noto- 
rious that tbo real csiale wasBold first 
and that no " goods or chattels" were 
ever seized or dUppsed of to l.quidaie 
iho obligation? Tr.o action of the 
Government iii the matter of these 
sales was like Mr Crease's "oxpedi- 
ency-double^duiy bill." It was illegal, 
but then, you know, ii was "expodi.
